The 
“hearer” obsessed with the notion that the great busi- 
ness life mark credits. order mark credits 
must hear recitations, and every period that not 
strictly and precisely recitation period merely 
much lost time. fact that certain excellent text- 
books, notably those pertaining language work, have 
been unsparingly condemned certain quarters because 
the “hearers” couldn’t see how such books could possibly 
afford material for recitations. “What said 
‘hearer’ not very long ago, “is book full the good, 
old-fashioned definitions. Then I’ll able assign 
lesson and hear recitation.” 

course, all have hear recitations—at times; 
but not all the time. Really, the process hearing 
recitations bulked large pedagogy there might come 
time when the teacher could dispensed with entirely. 
Could not the ingenious Mr. Edison invent machine for 
the purpose—a sort combination phonograph and cash 
register? pupil could press button, have neatly 
printed question dropped into his hand, shout his answer 
down funnel and click!—forthwith his credits would 
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flash into sight! There wouldn’t much character- 
building all that, sure, certainly not much educa- 
tion the founders the great teaching orders under- 
stood the word; but there would what the “hearers” 
insist upon much—recitations and marks. 


The Faith That Us.—In the daily worry and bustle 
class work, the unceasing solitude concerning writ- 
ten tests and sanitation, the unremitting effort teach 
arithmetic and physical geography, even the most zealous 
religious teachers are exposed the temptation neg- 
lecting, least part, their duty catechists. After 
all, our schools such have their course religious 
instruction their main reason for existence. Eliminate the 
teaching religion and you cease have Catholic 
school. 

These are truisms, course. But wise ponder 
even truisms. And from time time, the quiet hour 
after the bustle the day the twilight kneeling be- 
fore the sanctuary lamp, every thoughtful teacher will ask 
herself this question: doing duty, full duty, 
the matter religious instruction? mistake Chris- 
tian Doctrine the lesson the curriculum? make 
instructions once interesting and practical? in- 
spire pupils with zeal for religion and great de- 
sire practical Catholics? 

Another phase this subject readily presents itself. 
most our communities teachers’ conferences are held 
and studies are made pedagogy. Opinions are ex- 
changed concerning methods imparting knowledge and 
plans and devices aid the work the classroom are 
suggested and discussed. meetings this kind, does 
the subject Christian Doctrine always get the promi- 
nence deserves? 

The fact that Christian Doctrine not easy sub- 
ject teach. presents difficulties peculiar itself 
which the teacher—especially the young teacher—often 
fails meet. Good books the subject teaching re- 
ligion are not numerous might wish, but the few 
have are suggestive and otherwise helpful. Then there 
the practical aid afforded from month month 
publication like The Catholic School Journal. The annual 
reports the Catholic Educational Association also have 
some excellent matter utilized round table dis- 


cussions.

meaning the term, and that his name should 
much mentioned educational magazine perhaps 
justifiable occasion for surprise. Yet Blake wrote some 
things that teachers would well ponder, and one 
them this: 

“Holiness not the price entering heaven. Those 
who are cast out are all those who, having passions 
their own, because intellect, have spent their lives 
curbing and governing other people’s lives the various 
arts poverty and cruelty all kinds.” 

“Curbing and governing other people’s lives” part 
the teacher’s duty; but duty that must done 
with richness understanding human nature and 
gentle kindness akin the kindness the good shepherd 
who giveth his life for his sheep. True, cannot con- 
ceive man with passions his own, but not 
difficult find some horrible examples the man whose 
emotional tone has little common with that the 
children instructs that woefully lacking sym- 
pathy and understanding. was teachers less than 
others whom was said: “Unless you become 
little children.”

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Brief Sketch Pope Benedict 


The sorrowful burden laid down Pope Pius has 
been thrust upon the shoulders man not yet sixty 
years age. Benedict the youngest pope who has 
sat the Chair Peter within recent years, and time 
deals generously with him did with his predeces- 
sors, the newly crowned White Shepherd Christendom 
will have many years the pontificate. Benedict XV, 
the time his elevation the papacy, ruled over the 
See Bologna Cardinal Giacomo della Chiesa (pro- 
nounced Keeaza). The Archbishopric Bologna has 
given many popes the Church, among them having 
been the learned Cardinal Lambertini, known history 
Benedict XIV. The new pontiff seems have been op- 
portunely raised God for this time which trying 
men’s souls. His promotion the Church has been rapid, 
almost spectacular fact. One honor after another has 
culminated his elevation the supreme honor the 
papacy. 

boy was noted for his piety well for his 
gifts intellect. His noble birth—for unlike Pius 
may not glory the title Peasant Pope—made 
possible for him spend much time the thorough pur- 
suit his studies. has many things, moreover, 
common with the late Holy Father, and not the least 
among them the personal interst takes the poor. 
From his preparatory studies the young della Chiesa 
advanced until entered the Capronican College 
Rome, finally becoming student the Academy 
Noble Ecclesiastics, school, despite its name, open 
students all classes. was ordained the priest- 
hood the evening the pontificate Pius IX, and 
the twenty-fifth year his age. 


Abilities Early Recognized. 

had been priest but five years when his gifts 
attracted the attention his superiors and was selected 
with Cardinal Rampolla (then Archbishop Rampolla) 
Madrid, Secretary the Nunciature. When Arch- 
bishop Rampolla was made Cardinal Pope Leo XIII, 
and returned from Spain Rome 1887, brought the 
present pontiff with him. The training received un- 
der the diplomat, Cardinal Rampolla, has been invaluable 
him. 

The mission the young della Chiesa Madrid was 
evidently performed the satisfaction the Holy See, 
for Leo XIII promptly made him official the 
Secretariate State Rome. the last days Leo’s 
reign was appointed Sub-Secretary State, office 
that stands close relation the Holy See. 1901 
was offered another advancement. became substitute 
the Secretariate and Secretary the Cipher. 
most these positions held him subsequent the 
accession Pope Pius were but minor importance. 
But Pius and his secretary, Cardinal Merry del Val, 
were quick recognize the merits Monsignore della 
Chiesa, and recognition was given princely style. The 
young priest was made prelate July 18, 1900; then 
Consultor the Holy Office May 30, 1901; then 
Archbishop Bologna, December 16, 1907, Pope 
Pius consecrating him Archbishop the Sistine Chapel. 
Archbishop Bologna accomplished more than 
had been expected him, and from past labors much was 
expected. But, best all, won rich legacy the 
hearts the poor his archdiocese. one sorrow 
ever left his presence without being comforted. was 
veritable father every man, woman and child under 
him. 


Raised the Cardinalate. 

Less than seven years work Archbishop Bologna 
convinced Pope Pius that Monsignore della Chiesa was 
worthy the honors the Sacred College, and conse- 
quently conferred the red hat late last May upon 
the man who was succeed him the Throne the 
Fisherman. Consequently Benedict was Cardinal 


only four months when exchanged the red robe 
his rank for the white robe the pontiff. One the 
first acts his pontificate was appoint Monsignore 
Parolin, nephew Pope Pius Canon St. 
Peter’s. 

Pope Benedict was born November 21, 1854, 
Pegli, the Diocese Genoa, which city Christopher 
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Columbus was native. His first apostolic benediction 
sent any foreign country was for America. 

glad,” said His Holiness, “that first apos- 
tolic benediction abroad will forwarded America, 
where the American Cardinals will later date impart 
the people directly.” 

Immediately after his election the Pontiff said that 
could not imagine how his frail being was capable 
enduring the weight enormous responsibility thrown 
upon his shoulders, especially moment when almost 
all the countries Europe were stained with blood, 
when the wounds inflicted upon humanity were also in- 
flicted upon the Church, and when countless victims 
the war were being cut down. 

The war, said, had armed faithful against faithful, 
priest against priest, while the bishops each country 
offered prayers for the success the armies their own 
nations. But victory for one side meant slaughter 
the other, the destruction children, equally dear the 
heart the Pontiff. 

His Holiness also expressed the hope that America’s 
attitude favor peace, together with the prayers 
raised Almighty God throughout the world, would 
mean that peace would come. 

Only recently made Cardinal, and not once men- 
tioned papal possibility all the speculations con- 
cerning the successor Pius the election Cardinal 
Giacomo della Chiesa constitutes genuine surprise. The 
literal translation della Chiesa “of the church.” 
3enedict seems have been providentially named.

Perhaps one was made happier the news his 
election than was his mother. Marcheso Edwiga della 
Chiesa, venerable lady the eighties. She was din- 
ner when the telegram was handed her announcing 
that now she was the mother Pope. Her family arose 
and showered their congratulations and felicitations upon 
her, but her first thought was offer her thanks God, 
and, escorted all Pegli, she repaired the cathedral 
and gave thanks Him. Then came the thought the 
poor, and she distributed among them the sum 5,000 
lire. evident that love for the poor comes very 
naturally the heart His Holiness.

DEEP BREATHING. 

Regular and correct exercises and their value for the 
improvement the figure and the general health can 
scarcely overestimated. few minutes’ exercise per- 
formed regularly every morning after the bath will work 
wonders the way developing thin figure, reducing 
stout one and improving the poise and carriage gen- 
erally. 

But when exercises are commenced, care should 
taken not overdo the exertion. 

Stout people especially should refrain from long and 
exhausting exercises the outset, which may have seri- 
ous effect upon the heart, and therefore far more harm 
than good. good plan start with two three 
minutes’ exercise only, increasing the time daily till 
possible exercise for fifteen minutes longer without 
experiencing undue fatigue. 

The easiest, but also the most important, all health 
exercises deep breathing, which ought practiced 
everyone, for has wonderful effect the respira- 
tory and digestive organs, and therefore the whole 
physique. 

Stand erect, easy attitude, the feet firmly planted 
little apart, head up, lips closed, arms hanging loosely 
the sides. Draw the breath steadily through the 
nostrils till the lungs are fully inflated, and the same 
time slowly raise the arms till they are extended straight 
above your head the time the inhalation completed. 
Remain for three seconds, then exhale slowly and 
steadily, lowering the arms the original position. 

When deep-breathing exercise first started five inha- 
lations succession are sufficient, increasing the number 
daily and degrees, till hundred inhalations may 
made without any sensation discomfort. The exhala- 
tions may through the mouth, this strengthens the 
vocal chords, but the inhalations always through the nos- 
trils; and the exercise should done before open win- 
dow, out doors possible—on balcony perhaps— 
never close room.

The dramatic instinct lies deep human nature and 
will manifest itself and assert matter how rigidly 
suppressed. the play instinct which leads the 
small boy enact the role fireman-hero and rescue 
doll from the fourth story the bureau; the play 
instinct which charges the personality Forbes-Robert- 
son with charm and power and brings the audience for- 
ward their chairs they follow the tragic story 
Othello—a story they have heard over and over again, 
but which that account loses none its dramatic in- 
terest; the play instinct, brief, which gives 
philosophic depth the oft-quoted words from Shakes- 
peare, “All the world’s and the less familiar 
but equally pointed phrasing Calderon: manner 
men are represented the great theater the world.” 

THE CHURCH AND THE DRAMA. Much has been 
written, wisely and unwisely, concerning the attitude 
the Catholic Church toward the theater; but there can 
reasonable doubt her attitude toward the play 
instinct. her liturgy she has utilized and sanctified it; 
for many years her semi-official pageants she recog- 
nized and honored it. Councils and popes and bishops have 
time and again fulminated against the abuses the thea- 
ter, the scandalous lives players, the evil manifesta- 
tions the dramatic instinct; but the other hand 
find every century ecclesiastics high standing and 
good repute who devoted themselves them lay the 
uplifting the stage which they recognized educa- 
tional force. St. Gregory Nazienzen and St. Hroswitha 
Gandersheim are not the only canonized playwrights, 
nor Calderon the only priest who turned his dramatic 
gifts the Master’s use. the very day which 
lived there were numerous priest-playwrights; witness 
Mira Mescua, Tirso Molina, Montalvan, Tarraga 
and—the greatest genius among them and perhaps the 
least worthy priest—Lope Vega. 

THE RELIGIOUS DRAMA SPAIN. would 
difficult understand Calderon apart from his times 
and his race. When wrote the golden age heroic 
and triumphant Spain was just beginning its decline; 
was turning old gold and seemed all the brighter for 
the change. The Great Armanda had years before been 
lost, but that, the minds Spaniards, was the work 
not England but Heaven. From the Spanish point 
view least, Spain was still mistress the seas; and 
though revolts here and outbreaks there and stubborn 
fights over nothing somewhere else seemed show that 
the military decline the kingdom had begun, the loyal 
Spaniard felt that the world was still the heritage God 
and the King Spain and that arm skilled and 
that his ancestor leaped behind the caballero’s 
steel. 

well for bear mind, when reading Calder- 
when reading about Calderon, that phrase that oc- 
curs often contemporary Spanish literature, “God 
and the King Spain.” There have key the un- 
derstanding what honor meant Calderon 
audiences the Buen Retiro; there get insight into 
the significance such plays “El Alcalde 
and “El Medico honra;” there, above all, find 
the source bright, white light which, failing athwart 
the broad canvas Calderon, illumines the unsuspected 
beauties the darkest corners and brings the whole into 
effective proportions. 

all the world loves lover, loves him especially 
the stage. And seventeenth century Spain manifested 
almost incredible fondness for the passion, sacred and 
secular, the native drama. The great Lope Vega was 
still alive when the young Calderon came into his own; 
and had not Lope Vega sense founded and estab-

lished form drama directed especially the populace? 
Were not the corrales, the theaters were called, pop- 
ular the churches, almost more so? Was not the 
comedia, whether dealt with the legend St. Patrick 
the conquest the Moors, followed with unabated 
interest? 

The crowds that filled the corrales Madrid and 
Seville the time Philip III and Philip were ex- 
ternally not unlike the mobs that the days Elizabeth 
London swirled about the apron-stage the Swan 
and the Globe. The patio was the pit, los mosqueteros 
were the noisy groundlings; and impatience rose and 
the musicians with guitars and harps failed appear, 
voices rose shouts and hisses flashed snakelike upon 
unheeding ears and half-eaten fruit beat against the un- 
delusive scenery until the musicians were heard templando 
los instrumentos. perhaps the play was distinc- 
tively religious character and given the streets. 
that case the audience first went mass good Chris- 
tians should, and then, holding candles they joined 
the procession that invariably preceded the moveable 
stage. The drama was that time the chief form through 
which the national life expressed itself; was what the 
statues Myron and Apelles were the Periclean age, 
what the cathedrals were mediaeval Europe. 

THE LIFE CALDERON. Pedro Calderon 
Barca was born Madrid 1600. was scion 
the Spanish nobility, and all his life was associated with 
court life. His early training got from the Jesuits; 
then studied—some say for seven years—at the Uni- 
versity Salamanca. that may, the important 
fact that Calderon was learned man, and that had 
imbibed his learning under Catholic auspices. rapidly 
became famous poet and dramatist, and early at- 
tracted the attention and consistent friendship King 
Philip IV. But Calderon was mere carpet knight and 
took active part several campaigns, notably Italy 
and the Netherlands. Once, the story goes, wished 
the wars; but the king, fearing expose gifted 
subject, insisted that before setting out the campaign, 
Calderon write new play. The playwright worked under 
forced pressure and succeeded finishing the alloted task 
time join his companions the front. The episode 
shows him one who could fight well write. 

During most his life Calderon had charge the 
royal theater, the Buen Retiro, where gave the first 
performances many his plays and staged produc- 
tions extravagance and costliness for the good pleasure 
the king and the court. But was popular dram- 
atist, too; and significant that the plays his which 
today consider most worth are almost without ex- 
ception the plays written for the patrons the Madrid 
corrales rather than the plays devised for the delectation 
the circles the Buen Retiro. 

Calderon grew older his character mellowed more 
and more and his thoughts turned often God. Already 
member the Third Order St. Francis, 1651 was 
ordained priest. For the thirty remaining years his 
life, Calderon, while not neglecting the duties his sacred 
office, continued write dramas, both sacred and secular.

THE COMEDIAS CALDERON. The Spanish 
word, comedia, does not mean what the English word, 
comedy, means. Rather similar meaning the 
German, Schauspiel, our equivalent, play. Morel- 
Fatio puts it, “the comedia the Spanish drama and 
nothing else.” 

The comedias Calderon are two kinds—the sec- 
ular plays and the full-length religious plays. Typical 
the first class his play that perhaps best known 
English, “La Vida sueno” (Life Dream); typical 
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the second class “El Principe constante.” 

The secular comedias have been rightly designated the 
capa espada” dramas. They are plays 
with all the romantic filigree Latin race and period 
racial self-consciousness. 

The comedias, whole, both sacred and secular, 
are worthy Calderon; but had written only them 
would not the dominant figure that the liter- 
ature his country and the Church and the world. 
man’s best work supposed embody, some mys- 
terious way, the very best that him; and the best that 
was Calderon shows itself his shorter sacred plays, 
the plays with which his name peculiarly identified, the 
autos sacramentales. 

THE AUTOS The autos—for 
Calderon did not invent them though did bring them 
their highest perfection—came into being connection 
with the celebration the feast Corpus Christi. Their 
purpose was, general, foster devotion the Blessed 
Sacrament and increase the piety and the faith the 
throngs who witnessed their performance. 

structure and general character, the autos much 
resembled the English morality, familiar students who 
have given some attention the forerunners Shakes- 
peare. The characters were abstractions, such Vice, 
Good Deeds, Riches, etc.; and the action set forth 
allegory the life man some phase his spiritual 
conflict. 

England the morality was general thing flat 
and dreary; but Spain the allegorical fell upon more 
congenial soil and the auto, under the inspired hand 
Calderon, became lively and ennobling call upon the 
dramatic instinct. Calderon took theme after theme bear- 
ing upon the spiritual life man, fitted some way 
the feast Corpus Christi and then wove about the 
tense threads his plot and suffused the glow 
his faith and poetry. The auto that bids fair appeal most 
strongly young readers translated under the title 
“The Great Theater the World.” Here Calderon repre- 
sents God the Author the play; the parts are given 
various characters such Riches, Beauty, Labor and 
Beggary; the characters enter through door which 
painted cradle and out through door which 
painted coffin; some them grumble about their 
lines, but they are assured that not the parts they play, 
but the way they play them, taken into account, 
and that the motto for them all bear mind is: “Play 
well thy part, for God God.” 

SOME CHARACTERISTICS CALDERON. 
Dramatic sense. Not every intelligent man, not every 
intelligent writer can write drama, for may happen 
that may have little nothing the dramatic sense. 
Such, least according Macaulay, was the case with 
Byron; such would have been the case with Francis 
Thompson had attempted the dramatic form. Now 
Calderon had the dramatic sense, the constructive faculty. 
some his capa espada comedias the situations are 
bit forced, the characters more than bit wooden; but 
the plot always proves dramatically effective and the peo- 
ple the play serve carry the action. His usual 
procedure, “El Alcalde Zalamea,” start with 
scene which arouses curiosity and then use every 
legitimate means sustaining and increasing the interest 
thus aroused. 

“Gongorisms.” Luis Gongora Argote (1561- 
1627) introduced into his later writings certain affected, 
inflated, bombastic element which now bears his name and 
which leaves some its traces the work Calderon. 
connection with the fact that Gongorisms exist 
Calderon’s plays, necessary for remember two 
things: First, that some critics, including his fervent Ger- 
man admirers, hold that the passages where this stylistic 
flatulence most evidence are the work meddle- 
some editor rather than the poet himself: secondly, 
that when pronounce thing inflated bombastic 
use relative term; the passage may affected our 
ears. but for all that may have rung true the ears 
its first audience. After all, America the twentieth cen- 
tury trifle less demonstrative than Spain the seven- 
teenth. 

Character drawing. This Shakespeare’s strong- 
est point; Calderon’s weakest. With the Spanish 
poet, the play indeed the the people the play 
are quite secondary. Many his characters are types 
used over and over again successive plays; others are 


combinations irreconcilable traits unexplained and in- 
explicable. While has certain characters, such the 
clown “La vida sueno” and the peppery 
old officer “El Alcalde Zalamea,” that strike 
individualized and that live the memory, none the 
less significant that never think Calderon 
Shakespeare the creator this character that. 
His power character drawing, conclude, was neither 
great nor remarkable, but was least equal the de- 
mands made upon his technique which emphasized 
the other elements successful dramaturgy. 

Emphasis setting. Calderon was believer 
the trestle-and-boards species stage; advocated the 
use scenery and developed the element setting 
such extent bring upon himself the charge 
excess. His productions the Buen Retiro gave him 
unstinted opportunities gratifying his taste for artistic 
display stage management, for the king spared abso- 
lutely expense; and Calderon availed himself his 
exceptional facilities. His plays became pageants land 
and pageants water; his actors represented part the 
action taking place ships and chariots apart from 
the stage proper; and least one occasion emu- 
lated our own three-ringed circus when, St. John’s 
eve, 1636, produced “Los tres Mayores Prodigios” 
three acts, each act separate stage and differ- 
ent company players. 

Purity and Reverence. contrast with the drama 
the Restoration, the contemporary period English 
literature, the plays Calderon are singularly pure 
tone. This is, indeed, characteristic the Spanish 
drama. Calderon, course, does not close his eyes 
certain unpleasant facts life; but not hypnotized 
them, and his treatment them demonstrates 
that man may say anything without giving offence 
only knows how say it. Not less striking his deep 
reverence for God and the things God. 

Catholicity and Romanticism. If, has been said, 
Calderon the most stately figure Spanish literature, 
because him are reincarnated the finer and better 
spirit his race and his day. Calderon the poet 
the Catholic Church and Romantic Spain. the Schlegels 
long ago found out, Calderon not only asks questions, but 
solves them; and his solution the world problem his 
buoyant Catholic faith. “Though not the greatest Span- 
ish authors, nor even the greatest Spanish dramatists,” 
says Fitzmaurice-Kelly, “he perhaps the happiest tem- 
perament, the most brilliant coloring. gives 
magnificent pageant which the pride patriotism and 
the charm gallantry are blended with the dignity 
art and ‘the fair humanities old And un- 
questionably has imposed his enchanting vision upon 
the world.” 

CALDERON THE CLASSROOM. With certain 
modifications, the best way familiarize class with 
Calderon would that suggested connection with our 
study Dante. The life Calderon less eventful 
and know less its details, the works Calderon are 
less massive and possess them less accessible form; 
but both poets were great largely because they were Cath- 
olics and both gave their writings convincing presen- 
tation Catholic belief and Catholic practice. The autos 
quate English translation them all—form fine material 
for class talks and the story hour; above all, they might 
utilized the development the convent drama. Our 
student dramatic clubs will look far ere they find more 
usable material than Calderon has supplied them.

ST. ALOYSIUS PATRON AND MODEL. 
Rev. Reynold Kuehnel. 

There are few churches without statue picture 
St. Aloysius. Many churches are named his honor. 
Most sodalities boys are under the protection St. 
Aloysius. without doubt sublime model for 
Catholic boy. 

St. Aloysius was born March 1569, Castiglione, 
Italy. His father, Ferdinand Gonzaga, was the reign- 
ing duke the principality Castiglione. His parents 
were very pious people. The first words his saintly 
mother taught him were the holy names Jesus and 
Mary. was able make the Sign the Cross before 
could say the words that blessing. His conduct 
from childhood was blameless that was brought 
the court the Medicis, where his gentle manners 
and his piety gained universal admiration. the age 
twelve had the grace meeting another saint, St. 
Charles Borromeo, whom was prepared for his 
first holy Communion. What beautiful sight must 
have been for God and the angels see these two saints, 
the one teaching and the other eagerly listening every 
word regarding Jesus, the Son the living God, the 
Tabernacle. Some time after his first holy Communion 
his father introduced him the court Spain, where he, 
together with his younger brother, was made page. 
the Spanish court the young saint was noted for his great 
modesty. Though page was almost constantly 
the presence king and queen, never raised his 
eyes look the face the queen. When left the 
court had never seen the queen’s face. Even before 
the saint was introduced the royal court had re- 
solved leave the world and enter monastery, and the 
glitter and pomp the court never caused him waver 
this intention. 

Needless say, his resolution renounce the crown 
flavor his younger brother was great shock 
his father. “You have inflicted wound,” said, “that 
will bleed for years come. But,” continued, “if 
the holy Will God that you should enter monastery, 
all means the name God.” 

St. Aloysius then renounced all rights and claims upon 
the crown Castiglione favor his younger brother. 
Immediately after appeared before the General the 
Society Jesus, applying for admission. 

Brilliant Career Renounced. 

His father had planned brilliant worldly career for 
his saintly boy. had felt that the honor his name, 
the welfare the crown and his people, would 
able hands after his death. Inside and out the castle 
Aloysius was idolized. his manners was unassum- 
ing, yet always graceful, cordial yet never free bold, 
dignified and yet without airs. his studies out- 
classed all. was advanced beyond those his own 
age. Yet was never haughty inclined indolence, 
although one both these characteristics often 
with brilliant mind. wonder, then, that his 
father was reluctant lose him. wonder broke 
out those famous words heartbroken father: “You 
have inflicted wound that will bleed for years come.” 

The members the Society Jesus are for 
having most brilliant minds among them. But even 
among that select circle great minds the brilliancy 
Aloysius called forth words unstinted praise. fin- 


ished his university course the age seventeen, and 
passed with highest honors public examination philos- 
ophy and theology. the age nineteen passed the 
examination his order, which, rule, its members 
are hardly ever called before they are nearly twice this 
age. When recall that the saint finished his university 
course when only seventeen years age, need not 
surprised that his teachers and professors foretold great 
future for him. 

the year 1591 pestilence broke out Rome and 
carried off many the people. The youthful Aloysius 
asked permission take care the sick and dying. 

times such calamities churches and convents were 
often turned into hospitals. Pious men the world 
formed societies for the care the sick and the burial 
the dead. The sickness being very contagious, most 
these willing workers contracted and died martyrs 
charity. 

Aloysius, having weakened his health with works 
mortification and with fasting, was not strong enough 
withstand the strain the hard work, and died 
one these martyrs charity June 21, 1591, when 
was twenty-three years age. 

The Predominant Virtue Purity. 

The predominant virtue the saint was his holy 
purity. When people called him angel the flesh 
was idle flattery. According the testimony all 
those that knew the saint intimately, never known 
have committed even deliberate venial sin. pre- 
served his baptismal innocence his last breath. 

When Aloysius was not quite seven years age his 
teachers overheard using expression had learned 
from the soldiers his father. did without un- 
derstanding the meaning the word. Upon being told 
that the word was highly improper, Aloysius began 
cry most bitterly, asking pardon all who heard him 
use the word, and ever after called that time the time 
his conversion. Theologians doubt whether even 
committed venial sin repeating word, the meaning 
which did not fully understand. And yet the sorrow 
the saint over this one fault was lifelong and most 
pathetic. And you wish know what life pen- 
ance this innocent boy led? home well else- 
where, whenever could escape from the general meals 
with others his rank and station, would eat 
sparingly, and then only foods for which had the least 
desire, that people often wondered how could keep 
alive. His eyes and ears kept perfect control. 
Whatever might the least violate his feeling modesty 
wanted not see hear. His mortifications when 
still the world were far greater than even the mortifi- 
cations expected pious souls convents. 

And now, let ask you, what have show 
comparison with this saint. keep our eyes and 
ears such perfect control that permit nothing 
enter through them into our souls that would the least 
injure our feeling modesty? not fact that 
are eager see and hear everything under the plea that 
are wise enough know when quit? And 
only imagine that are wise enough. The fact that 
none could match our litle learning against that 
this saint. with all his learning was careful, 
much more careful ought be! 

Penance and Mortification. 

Christian art pictures St. Aloysius with crown his 
feet. teach that thought little earthly honors. 
his side see skull and scourge. The skull in- 
dicates that saw clearly the vanity all earthly things; 
the scourge indicates his spirit penance. The, saint 
chastised his body scourging, sleeping upon bare 
board instead soft bed, and many other acts 
penance and self-denial. What can show penance 
and mortification? The Church, true, does not re- 


quire you fast until you are age. Still, fast day 
now and then would means mean hardship 
you. The saint did not wait with fasting until was 
age. might practise many various acts self-denial 
without injurying our health. But, alas, our desire for 
ease, comfort and pleasure gets the better us. When- 
ever are put extra effort some little annoyance, 
not try industriously escape it? 

the present time modesty difficult preserve, 
because will not hear penance any kind 
mortification. exercise control over eyes, ears 
tongue. give the enemy souls full sway 
likes, and makes good use his opportunities. 
And then and complain that are much vexed 
with temptations. had our senses perfect control, 
St. Aloysius had his, were lovers mortification 
was, would have less ground complain about 
temptations. Those who think that penance and morti- 
fication belong only within the walls convents and 
monasteries make great mistake. think can safely 
take for granted that there more reason for penance 
and mortification outside convents than within them. 
Though God may not have chosen you live the life 
monk, you are not dispensed from doing penance 

had every qualification allow some reasonable pride. 
The crown and title duke were his; had wealth 
his command; was liked and admired; his wonderful 
learning gained respect for his wisdom. Yet find the 
saint simple and plain, though had been the child 
poor farmer. Neither learning nor rank, neither 
wealth nor honors, could turn his head. And we, while 
have not much boast of, fairly burst with pride. 
Others are brighter than we, others outrank station 
and honor, others may more attractive then we, yet 
are always ready belittle others push our- 
selves the foreground, fondly imagining that are 
much beter than all the rest. Ignorance and pride 
usually side side. Much reason indeed have feel 
ashamed ourselves when consider the humility 
St. Aloysius! 

Daily Routine St. Aloysius. 

Lastly, St. Aloysius shines forth model piety. 
The environment which lived was not always favor- 
able pious life. the court princes and kings, 
and universities, life offers few opportunities for true 
piety. Still, the saint never neglected the duty prayer. 
Little the praying that do. may perform some 
little good work, perhaps not even with the right inten- 
tion, and immediately imagine that are almost too 
good for this world! receive holy Communion once 
month seems unnecessary many. They actually fear 
they may become too saintly! spend quarter 
hour saying the rosary too long time, while not 
worry over hours spent foolishly, perhaps even sinfully. 
St. Aloysius went Confession and holy Communion 
every Sunday. Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
thanked God for the grace had received, and Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday prepared himself for the next 
holy Communion. 

When think our own indifference and compare 
with the zeal this saint, must come the con- 
clusion that all our aspirations are for our earthly welfare 
and that care little for our soul. 

Let pray St. Aloysius, the patron our Sodality, 
that through his powerful intercession may ani- 
mated with holy zeal for the glory God and for the 
salvation our soul. 


SOME TIMELY CAUTIONS 
RELIGIOUS TEACHING OUR SCHOOLS 
Rev. Clifford (Los Angeles, Cal.) 

Under the divine assistance which has been promised 
the church, the Catholic school the most potent in- 
fluence for instilling into the minds persons the prac- 
tical knowledge the duties which have their origin 
Christianity. 

There danger that misuse the system Cath- 
olic education. have Catholic schools and colleges, 
and yet they may Catholic theory and not prac- 
tice. those schools ours may emphasize the 
points wherein agree with secular education and, at- 
tach too little importance those points which give 
our system the coloring which not found the other. 
That there are many subjects common the secular and 


religious systems education goes without saying. Here- 
lies the danger our position. try procure 
good results does the secular system. this aim 
after results which will bear comparison with those pro- 
cured secular schools, may risk the proper teach- 
ing those subjects which differentiate our schools from 
others. 
Time Given Catechism. 

Oftentimes more attention paid secular than re- 
ligious subjects. Looking over some catalogues Cath- 
olic schools and colleges find that the catechism 
them occupies most obscure place. Where find 
four more hours week devoted the classical 
mathematical, scientific literary course, find but 
one measly half-hour given the teaching Christian 
doctrine. there but one hour week devoted 
catechetical instruction, have right deceive the 
people into believing that their children Catholic 
schools. Furthermore, manifest imposition the 
generosity Catholics build and maintain schools 
which the main ideas Catholic educational system 
are almost lost sight of. The catechism should hold 
important place the curriculum Catholic 
Latin, English composition, algebra, arithmetic. The 
main function Catholic school teach the cate- 
chism. The function the stomach digest food, 
not nails. destroy utterly the end our educational 
system relegate the catechism the basement. 
That what has been done certain schools, which 
trade their Catholic name, but which are more 
Catholic than the Whittier State school, with Sunday 
school lesson thrown in. 

Religious Atmosphere School Not Enough. 

Perhaps some may take exception what have ex- 
pressed, and have doubt that some will object. They 
will say that what gives Catholic school its position 
the religious atmosphere which thrown around the 
pupils. The devotional exercises certain times during 
school hours impress the child. The religious garb 
the teacher suggests religion. one will deny that 
there religious atmosphere our schools. Yet, 
the catechism not thoroughly and efficiently taught, 
the religious atmosphere will remain external, and will 
produce internal effects. will remain but at- 
mosphere. This explains why Protestant pupils are en- 
tirely unaffected Catholic schools. They leave the 
school hopelessly protesting they entered. They 
had the Catholic religious atmosphere during their time 
school. They were present all the religious exercises 
which were held the chapel. have read somewhere 
that the proud boast some Catholic schools that 
they graduate their Protestant pupils, more than ever 
firmly entrenched their religious belief. Might not 
the same causes work the same effects Catholic chil- 
dren? silly the face such facts assert that 
religious sufficient for Catholic children. 
That atmosphere must transmitted the mind and 
heart and will. can done only through catechetical 
instruction. One hour week not sufficient. any 
one thinks differently, what’s the use the expense in- 
curred when can obtain just good effects from the 
Sunday school which occurs but once week. 

The Difficulties Catechetical Instruction. 

Catholic educationalists should alive the impor- 
tance catechetical instruction. The teaching the 
catechism the driest and hardest and most wearisome 
instructions. the difficulties inherent the cate- 
chism there should not added any other. The diffi- 
culties acquiring accurate knowledge Christian 
doctrine will increased manifold the catechism 
deemed the least important subject the course stud- 
knowledge the catechism nowadays than former 
times. The boy girl who leaves school enter into 
the hard struggle for livelihood has many difficulties 
overcome. The religious atmosphere the school 
changed into atmosphere that far from being re- 
ligious. Unless has been well grounded the prin- 
ciples religion, will not able overcome the 
obstacles, moral and intellectual, that cross and recross 
the path which leads fidelity toward God. There 
every inducement turn his back God and religion, 
and unless the Catholic system education has been 
help him, there other means available enable 
him attain eternal life.

South America and North America. Note that 
some places South America they have nothing but 
farming. While this excellent, they have nothing 
else do. Where are such places? How would you 
like live such monotonous country? 


Note the commerce the continent. How car- 


ried on? they navigable rivers? 
many railroads? Where might profitable railroads 
built? What are some the important ports? What 


produce shipped out? Where does go? 


the above have touched the minimum es- 
sentials. the teacher will carefully work them out 
from the cause and effect, and drill till the pupils know 
them thoroly, she will have but little difficulty 
working over the political divisions the continent. 
One month’s time could profitably put the gen- 
eral study the continent. not afraid have 
them make several outline maps. will help fix the 
relations which the pupil must have before can un- 
derstand. After the map made, have pupils write 
review the subject. Write such subjects the 
rainfall and reasons, the surface, the rivers and drain- 
age, the minerals, the crops, the commerce. These, with 
the maps, may bound booklet. Grade the book- 
lets. pupils this the above way, they can not 
help have fairly good knowledge South America.

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Hints Teaching Spelling

all methods proposed for the successful teach- 
ing spelling, think the following embodies the 
most good sense. The proper beginning spelling 
separate study the lower grades omitting all 
simple words such cow, horse, dog, man, that 
are necessity learned the primer and first reader, 
and the taking words, which tho simple them- 


selves, are liable misspelled. illustration, 
take the words vase, trace, chase, and lace, all from 
second reader. These, and all such words cannot 
them. How shall get them? way looking 
it, there just one way. Teach children see 
what they look at. Teach them make close compari- 
son and sharp contrast all words which different 
combinations letters produce the same sound. Words 
occur which and make the same sound.

Carefully conducted 
experiments large number cities thruout the 
country have shown that words that are frequently 
misspelled one place, present difficulty an- 
other; also, that many words that are misspelled quite 
generally are such apparently present 
difficulty whatever 


The professor psychology the University 
Wisconsin has made study the difficulties spell- 
ing. found that the greatest difficulty lies the

This habit, formed early and constantly practiced, 
will make even naturally poor speller good speller 
adult life, and besides, will add much his general 
intelligence. amount talk the part the 
teacher will accomplish much towards the formation 
this habit. requires definite lessons. The benefits 
this work are principally three, viz., the searching for 
the word, the retention the letters the word 
the mind and the mental chastisement they slip away; 
and the acquiring the meaning. plainly the 
child’s best interest that compelled consult the 
dictionary. 

Finally, the experience observant teachers and the 
experiments scientific educators have conclusively 
demonstrated that the natural order words learn- 
ing spell the order the acquisition words. 
useless for child learn the succession let- 
ters word however easy may be, before his mind 
has the power grasp some degree, least, its 
meaning. The natural growth the learner’s knowledge 
should determine the order and progress the spelling 
exercises. The spelling his words, therefore, will 
presented the learner the time their most fre- 
quent use—the time when has occasion use them 
his daily conversation and recitation. This includes 
the contractions, plurals and 
synonyms.

During the whole day, and for weeks afterward, birth- 
day letters poured and the evening the festal 
day spite heavy downpour rain party 
high school students gathered around the 
house Lockerbie street, and serenaded the poet, sing- 
ing number his poems which have been set 
music. 

The beautiful enthusiasm the Indianapolis children 
repeated the school children thruout the country 
every year when October calls mind the anni- 
versary the birth the Poet.” 


James Whitcomb Riley was born Greenfield, 
1854. His father was lawyer and the Riley hore 
was nest culture where the birdling, James Whit- 
comb, grew up. Books, flowers, grass and trees were 
the poet’s heritage. saw the “green fields and the 
running brooks” with great love that the pictur- 
esque spots with the boyhood clustered 
about them, lingered definitely his mind that later 
his pen spoke freely them. The little village Green- 
field located about twenty miles from 
metropolis and every year tourists from all over the 
country come see the places where the famous poet 
frolicked with the other boys, and where had those 
experiences which after years transferred into 
beautiful poems. “The Old Swimmin’ Hole” lies about 
one-half mile northeast Greenfield, and still used 
the youngsters the little city for their favorite 
pastime. The beautiful treasure spot was immortalized 
Mr. Riley’s most popular poem written more than 
thirty years ago, poem true the actual happenings 
this trysting spot. The swimmin’ hole” remains 
unchanged, for just the days the boy Riley, 
you can see the distant bank with its shrubs, the tower- 
ing sycamores spreading their leafy branches, the diving 
log and the rickety fence, and the stump which the 
waters reflect mirror. 

Mr. Riley attended the district schools Indiana. 
address delivered few years ago Indian- 
apolis teachers, whose meeting was the honored 
guest, the poet affectionately described the first his 
school teachers and the last, for whom felt special 
love and admiration. The first teacher described 
follows: “She was little, old, rosy, rolly-polly woman, 
looking tho she might have just come rolling out 
fairy story, lovable was she, and jolly and 
amiable. Her school was kept her little old Dame 
Trot sort dwelling three rooms, and like

during recess.” his last teacher said that when 
this teacher caught him reading novels,” she in- 
sisted gently but firmly that would read novels, 
must read good ones. the “dime novels” were dis- 
carded for the genuine masterpieces fiction, and the 
boy learned know Dickens, Scott, and Wash- 
ington Irving. 


was the desire the future poet’s father that his 
son should follow his footsteps and become lawyer. 
The boy Riley spent much time his father’s court 
room and was here that observed the manners and 
heard the musical ring the dialect the rural folk 
who came the court and whom depicted sym- 
pathetically his poems. studied later years with 
the object becoming lawyer, but the call the 
outdoors was too strong and one sunny day slipped 
from the office and took the position drummer 
the concert wagon “medicine show” which was 
touring the rural communities Indiana. remained 
with the company for season, re-writing plays and 
composing music for special songs. When the show 
disbanded turned sign painting and continued 
traveling thru the country where his ability free- 
hand artist signs attracted numerous people. Groups 
onlookers watched his wizard paint brush with great 
curiosity and pleasure. was occasions such 
these that the germ his poetic sentiment crystalized. 
saw flash the high values that lay hidden the 
artless manners speech the farm 
folk. 


Mr. Riley first wrote for several unimportant news- 
papers. one noticed his first poems, but was 
confident the reality his poetic vision. sent 
copy his poems Henry Wadsworth Longfellow 
and received great encouragement from Longfellow’s 
reply. Later when they became friends Mr. Riley de- 
scribed the old poet “the grey haired, sweet old man 
who was kind him.” 


Mr. Riley kept writing spite eastern literary 
critics who prophesied that poems dialect would not 
live. was only after the poet had read his poems 


the lecture that the dialect proved how 
farm vibrate with true feeling. Today the whole nation 
has heard his appeal and with pride that turn 
James Whitcomb Riley hear the beautiful truths 
expressed the delightful dialect the common folk. 
fact, the poems hear our farm friends speaking 
the realities life their simple, speech from 
their broad brotherly point view.

SCHOOL BOOKLETS 


September and October are splendid months for 
Especially the study flowers, trees, 


making 


nature study. 
and seeds classified simple way. 
collection and labeling the different kinds leaves; 
making list the various ways which nature dis- 
tributes seeds with examples each. The shapes 
the kinds trees cut out paper which show the char- 
acteristics those trees help the children identify 
them distance. help this classification the 
nature material can put into orderly form making 
into booklet. This makes concrete and when 
complete finished problem. 

There are many kinds booklets, but only mention 
some its simplest forms here being more adapt- 
able the varying school conditions. not merely 
making. some drawings writing story and then 
putting cover it, but trying work out the prob- 
lem that resembles printed book with cover, 
blank fly-leaf, title page, and subject matter that adds 
interest the problem. 

The fall leaves may pressed and mounted sepa- 
rate pages, with the name written printed underneath. 
Paper cuttings may mounted too. Orderly arrange- 
ment and neatness are the two fundamentals this 
work. The appearance the pages will improved 
margins are left around the pages, especially written 
work, with the widest margin the bottom, 
printed page. Try and see. 

Materials for the booklets can inexpensive. Heavy 
wrapping paper good texture and color oftentimes. 
Wall papers are good. Cover papers can saved for 
the covers some books with ordinary drawing paper 
inside. The drawing paper makes convenient-sized 
book folding into sections. this, place the 
sheets vertically. Fold the near short edge that 
coincides with the far short edge. Then fold the left 
edge over onto the right. This makes section four 
pages. Fold many these desired. Open the 
last fold and lay the sections top each other, 
that they will all fastened together one sewing. 
The cover usually cut separately and little larger, 
that will project one quarter inch beyond the 
leaves the book, which means that one-half inch 


longer and wider than the open section. the 
cover around the book and open the center fold. 
Place dot the middle the fold and two others, 
one each side, equidistant from the middle hole. 
With needle punch hole thru each dot the back 
the book. Thread the needle with mercerized cotton, 
linen thread harmonizing color. Begin 
sewing the middle hole the inside the book. 
thru and out. Put the needle thru the top hole, 
then down the lowest hole the inside the book 
and out thru the back the book. Bring the thread 
thru the center hole and tie hard knot, fraying the 
ends left inch long. preferred the sewing may 
begin the outside and bow knot tied the middle. 
Or, the pages happened loose leaves, the same 
sewing could used, marking off the outside 
cover one-half inch from the back, “My Trip 
the Country.” 

Now are ready plan the cover design and the 
title page. course the primary grades very little 
lettering can done but above those grades little 
good printing great value. suggestion the 
contents the form pasted picture sketch 
makes the book more individual. The lettering should 
not too large—not over one-half inch height for 
the title and one-quarter inch for the name, date, etc. 
Accuracy counts here all lettering. One lesson 
devoted copying good alphabet time saved later. 
Squared paper help. the alphabet given, notice 
the division space for the cross lines. case 
the letter cut the middle. the children draw two 
lines one-half inch apart and then divide the space into 
thirds, they will have frame into which their letters 
must fit. words the letters are very close together, 
each word stands out unit. Keep the vertical 
lines vertical. Two things are necessary the title 
page, the title and the pupil’s name. well-printed 
books for suggestions spacing. 

Try simple booklet first, then later problem 
the children will able work more independently 
and more accurately. the year, Christmas 
the end the term, covers made for spelling and 
language papers will help the exhibition. the 
children are interested they can find pictures use 
illustrations their language papers and can sometimes 
add attractive frontispiece when they bind it.

Fall Work for Seventh and Eighth Grades

the seventh and eighth grades. Ohio have found 
that many pupils the fifth and sixth grades are well 
prepared take the work that contained most 
our elementary books the subject agriculture.

Altho the program the the country 
school full, she has probably felt the necessity for 
putting some work cooking. Where introduce 
it, how find time for it, what equipment get, and 
what teach are the problems which confront her. 

not advisable put cooking below the Upper 
Form, and there more than one division Upper 
Form would put into the course the more ad- 
vanced class. leaving for the last work, there 
one more basis interest hold pupils complete 
the entire course. Also classes will smaller and can 
better handled under the crowded conditions, and 
the more mature students are better able grasp the 
underlying principles cookery. 

Probably not more than hour teaching time 
could given during the week. Whether this given 
one lesson, having the practical work done the 
schoolroom divided among several lessons and al- 
lowing the practical work done home, will de- 
pend largely upon the community. pro- 
gressive community, where the housewives take pride 
keeping abreast the movements household sci- 
ence, satisfactory results may probably obtained 
allowing the work done home. com- 
munity made largely foreigners who have been 
slow adopting American methods housekeeping, 
better results can reached having the fewer num- 
ber lessons and giving part the time practical 
work school, that the entire process cooking 
and manipulation may supervised the teacher. 
The classes with which the theory cooking can 
linked best are Agriculture and Physiology. Agriculture 
exists basicly produce food for the human race. 
study made conditions best suited produce 
given product; why not complete the study showing 


how transform best from raw material into human 


food. For instance, his study Agriculture, the 
child learns what breeds cows are the best milk pro- 
ducers, how the cows must fed and handled get 
the best results quality and quantity milk, and 
how the milk must order that may 
reach the consumer the best possible manner. Might 
not well teach him, consumer, how use 
milk the diet and what precautions must taken 
cooking order have yield the best results 
the body. Following such study, put this knowledge 
practical use actually preparing some dish composed 
largely milk. Both boys and girls can interested 
this. All the boys may not care try cooking 
first, but many will interested comparing school 
methods with home methods and judging which are 
better. fact, frequently find boys our most care- 
ful students cooking and certainly keen, frank judges. 
the time cannot taken from Agriculture alone, take 
some from the Physiology and Hygiene. Considerable 
space devoted our texts these subjects the 
actual food content food-stuffs, their uses the 
body and the combinations and amounts best suited 
body use. Such study could very nicely empha- 
sized the preparation foods according the sug- 
gested methods.

Besides the stove, cupboard and kitchen table will 
necessary. The cupboard should closed, mouse- 
proof cupboard. regular cabinet can obtained, 
much the better. should large enough hold 
supply flour, sugar and such staples, and hold 
the utensils used cooking. Space may saved 
having cupboards such that the tops might used for 
tables. cool cupboard will found great conven- 
ience.

The popularity the pictures Sir Edwin Landseer 
largely due their strong human appeal, for his por- 
trayals animals are not only skillful and life-like but 
touched with human sympathy and insight. This 
touch humanity, pronounced nearly all them, 
makes the chief figures, whether dogs, horses, deer, 
monkeys, seem partake human qualities intelli- 
gence feeling, the case may be. 

the picture entitled “Saved,” this human quality 
strongly marked. Notice the proud, triumphant air 
this dog, but there reason for it. Think what 
story achievement lies back this picture. The little 
child wandered away from home and came too near the 
water’s edge, the tide the sea came where 
was playing and endangered his life. There was 
one near see the danger; but the faithful dog was 
there, and took upon himself bring the child 
place safety upon the beach, and now there 
from his toil with the exhausted little one safe 
his great strong paws. looking eagerly shore- 
ward, hoping that some one will come assist him 
carrying the child home. But know will see 
that harm comes him now, whether others are 
slow quick come his assistance. 

Notice carefully all the details the picture, the 
birds, the point land beyond the chief figures, the 
distant ship, the clouds overhead, the rocks upon the 
beach. The details are few, but they are significant, and 
all that need complete the scene given. The 
most wonderful thing all the eager, proud, almost 
living face the expectant dog. The force and vigor 
with which painted exemplifies the charm Land- 
seer’s work.

THE ARTIST 

Sir Edwin Landseer, the most popular animal painter 
the nineteenth century, was born London, March 
very early showed deep love for animals 
and great skill sketching them. was the young- 
est son John Landseer, distinguished engraver, 
whose children inherited his artistic talent. There were 
the immediate family fewer than eight persons 
who attained more less distinction artists: John, 
his brother Henry, and six John’s children, whom 
Edwin became the most famous. John Landseer gave 
his gifted son his first lesson drawing, directing him 
manner that meant constant improvement the 
child’s work and encouragement his best. Some 
the pictures Edwin made between the age five 
and ten were good that his father kept them, and 
now after hundred years they may still seen 
Kensington Museum, London. 

With two his brothers, the child studied art with 
English painter London, and 1816 entered the 
Royal Academy. this early age fourteen Edwin 
sent pictures several galleries. studied for 
while under the artist Haydon. picture his called 
“Dogs Fighting” (engraved his father) was painted 
when was sixteen, and “The Dogs St. Gothard 


Saved—Sir Edwin Landseer 
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Discovering Traveler the Snow,” also engraved 
his father, appeared two years later. The people 
London became interested pictures, and im- 
mediately became the most noted painter animals. 
one else could paint dogs Landseer did, and 
his pictures were great demand. was elected 
associate the Royal Academy the age twenty- 
four and received the rank Academican four years 
later. was expressly invited Sir Walter Scott 
(as great lover dogs himself) visit Abbots- 
ford, where made himself very popular with Sir Wal- 
ter and his wife sketching their dogs for them. There 
studied animals their native haunts, the deep 
forests, the wild mountain sides and the lakes and 
rushing streams. Thus acquired bolder and 
style his work and became fond deer subjects 
for his paintings. 

For fifty years Landseer’s paintings formed the chief 
treasure and attraction the Royal Academy exhi- 
bitions, and engravings from his works had such 
circulation England that sixties there was 
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scarcely house which there did not hang one 
his horses, dogs stags. Even the Continent was 
flooded with them. Some his pictures are “Night,” 
“Morning,” “Children the Mist,” “The Return from 
the Deer-Stalking,” “Sir Walter Scott and His Dogs,” 
“Alexander and Diogenes,” “Dignity and Impudence,” 
“The Sleeping Bloodhound,” “The Connoisseurs,” “The 
Old Shepherd’s Chief Mourner,” and Dialogue 
Waterloo” representing the Duke Wellington ex- 
plaining his daughter-in-law the incidents the 
great fight years after occurred. This one the 
best the few figurepieces painted. was knighted 
1850. 1855 received Paris one the two 
large gold medals awarded Englishmen. The com- 
plete list his works very large. sportsman who 
wandered about all day long the open air with gun 
his arm, painted pictures with all the love and 
joy child nature. This accounts for the vivid 
force his work. Perhaps owed large part his 
charming qualities. died millionaire 1873, 
and was buried with the honors public funeral 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, London.

teachers are always looking for good seatwork sugges- 
tions; something that gives good, profitable occupation 
and not mere busy work, for child may kept busy 
and the same time get particular good from the 
exercise.

formation.” This does not mean that informational read- 
ing has proper place the school, but does mean 
that should not allowed usurp the place the 
regular daily reading period.
